The Post-Dispatch demurred to the 
petition, contending the articles were 
not and could not be Hbelous, because 
it appeared from the face of the peti- 
tion that they-were written of Waish 
as a candidate for the office of Circuit 
Attorney and discussed merely his qual- 
ifications and fitness for that office and 
the reasons why the Post-Dispatch 


‘thought he was not qualified to hold it. 


Walsh contended that the articles were 
libelous because they stated his political 
associates and sponsors were members 
of a disreputable political gang, and 
that he owed his nomination to Butler, 
Daly, Miles and Brennan. 

Privileged Statement Alleged, 

The Post-Dispatch answered that these 
statements did not exceed the bounds 
of proper discussion of oné who was a 
candidate for public office; that the law 
allowed. a wide liberty of discussion in 
such matters, and that so long as the 
candidate’ was not charged with any 
positive acts of misconduct, the mere 
statement of opinion as to his qualifica- 
tions and fitness for office and as to 
the character of the men who were sup- 
porting him was privileged. 

In support of this contention, Attor- 
ney Jobn F. Green, representing the 
Post-Dispatch, cited the case of Branch 
vs. the St. Louis Republic, tn which the 
Supreme Court held it was not libelous 
freely to criticise the conduct and ac- 
tions of a public official that a wide 
Hberty of discussion should be al- 
lowed on such matters on the 
ground of public policy. He also cited 
the case of Duffy against the New York 
Evening Post, in which it was held that 
no article could be tibeijous which mere- 
ly discussed the qualifications and fit- 
ness of a candidate for office. 

Mr. Green also stated it was a well- 
known fact that Joseph W. Folk owed 
his nomination as Circuit Attorney to 
Ed Butler and the same men who were 
responsible for the nomination of Walsh 
and asked if Walsh considered himself 
better than Folk, the apostle of reform 
and purity. 

At this point Daniel Hughes, counsel 
for Walsh, created some amusement by 
interrupting Mr. Green’s argument. He 
said he wished to say in response to 
the statement of counsel for the Post- 
Dispatch that he did not claim that 
Walsh was better than Christ, but he 
did claim that he was better than “Joe” 
Folk, 

Judge Makes Statement. 

Judge Shelton added , Something to the 
humor of the occasion by remarking: 
‘““May God help him if he is not.” 

At the conclusion of the argument 
Judge Shelton said he was absolutely 
clear Walsh's petition «id not state a 
cause of action as to any of the five 
counts; that counsel for the Post-Dis- 
patch had argued it could not be amend- 
ed to state a cause of action, but that 
he was not called upon to decide that 
question now. He sustained ghe demur- 
rer and gave the plaintiff leave to 
amend the petition if he desires.

According to Dr. William Hanna Thomson, the 
laws of Moses’ which commanded the = strip- 
ping off of the plaster in dwellings where leprosy 
had been were in accordance with modern science, 
which has shown that disease germs cling to old 
walls inside rooms, which get gradually more and 
more infected, especially where light cannot enter. 
Before the days of antiseptic surgery, says Dr. Thom- 
son, it was impossible to succeed with an important 
Slirgical operation in Bellevue Hospital, New York, 
simply because the walls of this old building were 
full of noxious bacteria. Anyone who knows anything 
of bacteriology is aware that the buildings in the 
old. parts of cities, including St. Louis, are disease 
incubators and should be replaced with new, well- 
lit, sanitary buildings, It is extraordinary that any- 
one in Dr. Jordan’s pésition should combat this view 
and urge the crowding of the police stations as the 
only remedy.

Another petigraft that they practice on the, public 
is when a manufacturer, like myself, ships a pack- 
age C. O. D., and then for some reason, best 
known to himself, wishes the goods delivered without 
the C. O. D., they find it necessary to charge 10 cents, 
allowing the goods to be lifted free of the C. O. D. 
Where this expense is created no one seems to know. 
I believe I am a good customer. There is hardly a 
day goes by that they don’t make their cals, yet this 
10 cents is always requested when the c. O. D. is 
changed. 

I trust you will stick to this good work and give 
the public some relief.
